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CLASS  HISTORY

We  all  welcomed  the  long-awaited  summer  vacation  which  finally  arrived.

HAMPTON  46— ELIZABETH  CITY  6 


The  1950  Crabbers  clawed  to  an  easy  victory  over  Elizabeth  City,  N.  C.,  in  their  first  game 
of  the  season.  There  was  capacity 
crowd  of  9,000  that  turned  out  to 
watch  the  game  between  the  Crab- 
bers and  Jackets,  in  the  first  annual 
Seafood  Bowl  Game. 

Frank  Boswell  raced  the  opening 
kick-off  back  to  the  Crabbers  35. 

Eight  plays  and  65  yards  later  “Bull” 

Harrison  racked  up  the  first  Crabber 
T.  D.  of  the  1950  season. 

Less  than  three  minutes  later  the 
Crabbers  added  their  second  six- 
pointer,  with  Jack  Brewer,  Boswell 
and  Harrison  alternating  in  working 
the  ball  to  the  two  yard  stripe,  where 
Harrison  scored  again.  Co-Captain 
Royce  Jones’  kick  for  the  extra  point 
was  good. 

The  third  T.  D.  was  added  after 
Boswell  ran  a punt  by  Brickhouse 

back  24  yards  to  the  visitors  24.  Har- 
rison passed  to  end  Curtis  Knight  for 
nine  yards,  and  Brewer  swept  wide  to 
the  left  after  taking  a handoff  from 
Harrison  to  go  the  remaining  15 
yards.  Jones  again  converted  to 
make  it  20-0,  Hampton’s  favor. 

Center  Rudy  Hendricks  inter- 
cepted Brickhouse’s  pass  to  set  up  the 
fourth  T.  D.  Coach  “Suey”  Eason 
used  his  second  string  backfield  of 
Jimmy  Mark,  Jack  Clark,  Kenneth 
Seals  and  Jack  Hall  to  score  again  on 
Clark’s  two  yard  plunge.  Jones  ad- 
ded the  27th  point  by  conversion. 

The  final  five  points  of  the  half 
were  added  on  a safety  by  “Curt” 
Knight  when  he  tackled  Hewitt  be- 
hind the  goal  line  as  he  attempted  to 
pass.  A 25  yard  field  goal  by  Jones,  later  in  the  quarter,  gave  the  Crabbers  a 32-0  half  time  lead. 

The  Jackets  returned  to  the  field  in  the  second  half  determined  to  make  it  more  of  a game,  but 
Wiley  Baker  broke  up  their  high  intentions  by  recovering  a “Carolina”  fumble  in  Hampton  ter- 
ritory. 

The  Jackets  and  Hewitt  then  began  a passing  attack  that  was  highlighted  by  a 16  yard  touch- 
down heave  to  Forman,  a 1949  all-stater.  The  try  for  the  extra  point  was  no  good. 

Brewer’s  wide  run  from  the  nine  yard  line  added  the  only  third  quarter  score  for  H.  H.  S.  Jones 
again  converted. 

Late  in  the  fourth  period  the  Crabbers  made  their  final  score  when  Harrison’s  long  aerial  con- 
nected with  Jones  for  a 40  yard  score.  Jones  added  the  extra  point. 
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The  crowd  was  highly  entertained  at  half  time  by  a ceremony  sponsored  by  the  Seafood  Com- 
mittee. Queen  Mitzi  Gaynor,  King 
Andy  Roberts,  and  all  their  court 
met  at  mid-field  and  presented  beau- 
tiful cups  to  the  captains  of  each 
team.  The  entire  Crabber  squad  re- 
mained on  the  field  and  witnessed 
Captains  Boone  and  Jones  receive 
these  awards  from  the  Movie  Starlet. 

HAMPTON  20-  BENEDIC- 
TINE 6 

The  Cadets  traveled  to  Darling 
Memorial  Stadium  to  meet  Hamp- 
ton for  the  Crabbers  second  game. 

The  Crabbers  scored  a pair  of 
touchdowns  within  five  minutes  of 
the  opening  quartet,  and  tallied  the 
third  on  the  final  play  of  the  second 

stanza.  “Bull”  Harrison  was  the 
Crabbers  loud  offensive  weapon,  but 
it  was  the  defensive  play  of  Co-  Cap- 
tain Royce  Jones,  Lloyd  Hicks  and 
Curtis  Knight  which  gave  the  Crab- 
bers their  second  win  in  a like  num- 
ber of  starts. 

Boswell  pounced  on  Kern’s 
fumble  when  the  Cadet  was  struck 
hard  by  Knight  on  Benedictine’s  41. 

After  three  tries  which  placed  the 
ball  on  the  Cadet's  28,  Harrison  gal- 
loped for  an  uninterrupted  touch- 
down. Jones  added  the  first  of  two 
placements. 

Minutes  later  Jones  intercepted 
a pass  intended  for  Gallagher.  Jones 
ran  the  ball  back  12  yards  to  the  Cadet  47.  Jack  Gann  picked  up  three  yards  before  a Jack  Clark 
to  Jones  aerial  fell  short.  The  same  play  was  again  called,  and  the  adhesive  fingered  Jones  snagged 
the  toss  on  the  Cadet  35,  and  went  all  the  way  to  score. 

Late  in  the  second  quarter,  Hampton  started  a 61  yard  touchdown  drive.  Harrison  and  Gann 
alternated  in  ball-carrying  duties  and  carried  the  ball  from  their  own  39  to  the  Cadets’  37  in  four 
trys.  Jones  slipped  in  to  catch  a 22  yard  aerial  from  Harrison.  Clark  then  let  go  with  a second 
touchdown  throw  to  Knight. 

Leading  20-0  the  Crabbers  went  on  defense  in  the  third  quarter  and  Benedictine  showed  its  best 
attack  of  the  night.  The  Cadets  put  over  a T.  D.  in  the  fourth  quarter  when  Pugh  took  a pitch- 
out  from  Rhodes.  Benedictine  presented  a rugged  team  and  offered  an  excellent  test  before  the  an- 
nual game  with  Maury.  An  excellent  pass  defense  which  allowed  only  one  four  yard  completion, 
and  rugged  defensive  work  by  Boone  and  Hicks  were  Crabber  highlights. 
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HAMPTON  27— MAURY  12 

The  Crabbers  packed  up  their 
equipment  and  moved  to  Norfolk,  to 
meet  the  Maury  Commodores  at 
Foreman  Field.  The  Commodores 
racked  up  the  first  score  when  Rose 
threw  a 26  yard  aerial  to  Stanton. 

Hampton  took  the  kick-off  and 
began  a 56  yard  goalward  march  in 
13  plays.  Harrison  broke  over  from 
the  two  and  Co-Captain  Royce  Jones 
added  the  extra  point. 

The  second  Crabber  score  came 
on  a 68  yard  march,  that  saw  a pass 
from  Harrison  to  Gann  which  gained 
20  yards.  Harrison  carried  it  over 
on  the  next  play,  Jones  converted. 

Two  more  scores  were  added  by 
Crabbers  on  a nine  yard  sprint  by 
Boswell  w'hich  climaxed  a 45  yard 
drive,  and  on  a pass  from  Harrison 
to  Curtis  Knight.  Boswell  set  up  the 
final  marker  by  running  back 
Maury’s  Co-Captain  Gardner's  punt 
51  yards  to  the  19. 

To  mark  up  Maury's  second  T. 
D.  Stanton  flipped  a 26  yard  scoring 
aerial  to  Daly  that  went  down  the 
middle  in  the  final  minute  of  play. 

Hampton's  mighty  line  led  by 
Jack  Root,  Charlie  Copeland, 
Rudy  Hendricks  and  Co-Captain 
Jack  Boone,  held  Maury  to  a net  gain 
of  10  yards  by  rushing. 

Maury  presented  its  best  team  in 
years,  losing  only  one  other  game 

during  the  season. 

This  game  marked  the  seventh  straight  year  of  triumph  for  the  Crabbers  over  the  Commodores. 

HAMPTON  32— CRADOC-K  0 

Cradock  helped  to  add  another  notch  in  the  Hampton  belt  of  football  victories. 

The  first  score  came  within  the  first  three  minutes  of  the  game  taking  the  Red  and  White  eight 
plays  to  move  64  yards  for  Harrison’s  first  of  four  touchdowns. 

Brewer  added  the  final  six  points  on  a play  that  carried  37  yards. 

The  line  play  of  the  Crabbers  continued  to  be  brilliant  with  Jack  Root,  Wiley  Baker,  C.o-Cap- 
tain  Jack  Boone,  Rudy  Hendricks  and  Charles  Copeland,  the  standouts. 
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Royce  Jones,  suffering  from  a 
“charley  horse”  made  only  two  of 
his  conversion  attempts  good. 

The  Crabber  second  stringers 
played  much  of  this  game  and  gave 
good  accounts  of  themselves. 

The  Admirals  featured  in  half- 
back Riggs,  the  fastest  man  in  the 
State,  but  for  most  of  the  time  he  was 
ably  bottled  by  the  tight  defense  of 
the  Crabbers. 

HAMPTON  45— THOMAS 
JEFFERSON  6 

Hampton  called  out  the  long 
range  scoring  artillery  to  annihilate 
Tee-Jay  of  Richmond  before  7,000 
gleeful  fans. 

The  Crabbers  played  their  best 

ball  of  the  year,  turning  what  was  ex- 
pected to  be  a close  ball  game  into 
a surprising  rout. 

Tee-Jay’s  Oliver  was  forced  to 
kick  from  behind  his  goal  line  and 
punted  out  to  Harrison,  who  ran  the 
Hall  back  44  yards  and  the  first  Hamp- 
ton score  in  the  second  period. 

Brewer  made  his  first  score  when 
he  raced  36  yards  for  a touchdown, 
and  in  the  third  quarter  went  wide 
to  his  right  for  53  yards  and  a tally. 

Tee-Jay  added  their  only  marker 
after  Oliver  had  run  back  Rudy  Hen- 
dricks kick-off  for  47  yards  to  place 
the  ball  on  Hampton  29,  and  set  up 
the  score.  On  the  next  play  Hola- 
day  uncorked  a long  aerial  to  Roberts 
for  the  marker. 

A nineteen  yard  aerial  from  Clark 
to  Curtis  Knight  accounted  for  a third  quarter  score  by  the  Crabbers  and  in  the  final  period  Knight 
was  given  on  the  receiving  end  of  a Clark  pass  that  was  good  for  a 39  yard  touchdown  gain. 

Boswell  added  his  marker  on  a fifteen  yard  scamper  and  the  final  came  when  Jack  Hall  was  the 
target  of  Clark’s  40  yard  scoring  aerial. 

Co-Captain  Royce  Jones,  still  injured,  converted  on  three  of  his  seven  tries. 

Thomas  Jefferson  completed  only  one  pass  and  had  a minus  ten  yards  rushing  record  for  the 
night.  Neal  was  a bulwark  of  strength  in  the  Crabber  line. 

HAMPTON  14— JOHN  MARSH AEF  7 

The  Crabbers  set  out  to  meet  John  Marshall  in  Richmond,  determined  to  break  the  jinx  that 
the  Richmond  City  Stadium  has  held  over  them  for  many  years.  Both  teams  were  unbeaten  and 
untied. 
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Before  a crowd  of  10,000,  pos- 
sibly a third  of  them  being  from 
Hampton,  the  Crabbers  shelled  out 
Jayem’s  chance  for  the  State  Group 
One  Championship  by  downing  the 
Richmonders  14-7. 

In  the  second  quarter  Jayems’ 

Allan  Barbee  put  the  home  side  out 
front  with  a sixteen  yard  race  around 
right  end  for  the  Justice’s  only  T.  D. 
of  the  game.  Roach  converted  for 
the  extra  point. 

Harrison  recovered  a Barbee  fum- 
ble on  the  John  Marshall  23  and  set 
up  the  game-tying  touchdown  move- 
ment. Two  plays  later,  Boswell 
clicked  his  heels,  and  went  around 
left  flank  and  into  the  end-zone  un- 
touched. Royce  Jone’s  conversion 
was  good.  The  half  ended7-7. 

Roach’s  punt  went  out  on  his  own  26  and  on  the  second  down  Harrison  tossed  to  Jones  on  the 
six.  Boswell  went  to  the  two,  and  the  Crabber  fullback,  Harrison,  went  over  standing  up.  Jones’ 
conversion  was  again  good  and  Hampton  won  14-7. 

Hampton,  for  the  third  straight  year,  did  not  allow  a pass  completion  by  Jayem. 

HAMPTON  34— SALEM  0 

It  was  seven  down  and  three  to  go  for  a perfect  season  for  Hampton’s  surging  Crabbers. 

The  Crabbers’  fullback,  ‘‘Bull”  Harrison,  scored  the  first  T.  D.  early  in  the  second  stanza  when 
he  crashed  over  from  the  three.  Co-Captain  Royce  Jones  then  added  the  first  of  four  extra  points. 
Their  second  six  pointer  came  minutes  later  when  Harrison  tossed  a long  aerial  to  Frank  Boswell 
who  had  sneaked  past  the  Salem  secondary.  Hampton  went  into  a 20-0  half-time  lead  when  Jack 
Clark  duplicated  the  same  play  to  Boswell,  only  this  time  it  covered  90  yards.  Passing  from  behind 
his  own  goal  Clark  pitched  a perfect  strike  to  Boswell  on  the  Crabber  35,  and  the  halfback  out  dis- 
tanced the  Salem  safety  man  to  go  all  the  way. 

HAMPTON  55— WARWICK  0 

The  floodgates  burst  open  in  the  first  minute  of  play  at  Darling  Memorial  Stadium,  and  before 
the  adding  machine  scould  be  re-oiled  Hampton  Crabbers  had  rocked  Warwick’s  heavy  farmers 
into  a 55-0  defeat,  their  most  humiliating  as  a Group  One  eleven. 

After  the  Crabbers  had  marched  some  42  yards  to  the  Farmers’  fifteen,  “Frankie”  took  a re- 
verse and  lit  out  around  his  left  end  for  the  score.  Royce  Jones  booted  7 of  8 placement  kicks  al- 
though suffering  a severe  injury  to  his  right  shoulder. 

The  third  H.  H.  S.  score  came  when  Chris  White  fumbled  on  his  own  23  just  at  the  end  of  the 
third  quarter  and  Jack  Gann  fell  on  the  pigskin.  This  time  it  was  a spot  pass  from  Harrison  to  Bos- 
well, that  turned  the  trick,  with  Boswell  racing  across  for  the  6 points.  Jones  made  it  21-0.  The 
fourth  touchdown  came  when  Boswell  cut  through  guard  for  the  score  after  a seventy  yard  drive. 

HAMPTON  62  — HIGHLAND  SPRINGS  6 

The  hard  charging  forward  wall  was  led  by  ends  Curtis  Knight  and  Jack  Root.

The  rest  of  the  points 
were  distributed  among  Jack  Hall,  Don  Fitzgerald,  Jack  Clark,  and  John  Cowley.  Hall,  Fitz- 
gerald, and  Cowley  picked  up  their  six  points  by  receiving  passes  thrown  by  Clark.  Jones  booted 
eight  of  nine  placements.

The  Hampton  Crabbers  trampled  the  Newport  News  Typhoons  41-7  to  reign  as  Co-Champions 
ol  the  State.  The  Crabbers  slowed  the  Typhoons  to  a slight  breeze  to  bring  the  Gene  Edmonds 
Trophy  to  the  halls  of  “Ole  H.  H.  S.” 

While  it  was  not  exactly  fitting  for  a funeral  the  Crabber  gridders  came  onto  the  field  in  a funeral- 
like procession  and  then  began  to  bury  the  Typhoon  under  the  hard  black  turf  of  Saunders  Stadium. 

Harrison  packed  his  195  pounds  over  the  goal  line  once  and  passed  for  two  more.  One  of  his 
pay-off  heaves  went  to  Boswell,  “Mr.  Outside  of  the  Hampton  double  wing.”  For  the  afternoon 
Boswell  counted  three  times. 

Other  T.  D.'s  for  the  Co-Champs  were  credited  to  a couple  of  reserves,  end  Don  Fitzgerald,  and 
back  Frank  Day.  Jones  converted  for  5 points. 

The  Crabbers  suffering  from  the  blow  of  a 6-0  defeat  from  the  Typhoon's  in  1949,  came  onto  the 
field  determined  to  leave  Saunders  Stadium  only  after  obtaining  revenge.  They  left  the  field  the 
smiling  Co-Champs  of  1950.  The  stigma  of  a 46-0  win  by  the  Typhoons  at  the  turn  of  the  century 
was  almost  obliterated  when  Curtis  Knight  blocked  a punt  and  the  Crabbers  recovered  on  the  New- 
port News  10.  However,  time  ran  out  just  before  the  red  and  white  could  get  set  for  their  seventh 
T.  D.  Captain  Royce  Jones,  who  kicked  20  extra  points  in  his  final  22  tries,  and  Captain  Jack 
Boone  turned  over  to  Captain  Rudy  Hendricks  and  Captain  Lloyd  Hicks  the  responsibility  of  keep- 
ing the  Crabber  ship  on  an  even  keel  after  the  best  season  of  Hampton  football  history. 

The  1950  football  team  estab- 
lished the  high  scoring  record  in 
Crabber  history. 

The  team  record  on  defense, 
while  excelled  by  some  previous 
Crabber  team,  was  still  good  enough 
to  be  the  best  in  Virginia  during  the 
past  season.  From  the  beginning  of 
the  schedule  to  its  end,  only  one  team 
was  able  to  fully  extend  the  1950 
football  machine. 

A squad  made  up  of  larger  boys 
than  those  who  usually  report  for 
Crabber  teams,  held  its  own  in  every 
department  and  established  what 
was  perhaps  the  best  record  in  Crab- 
ber history.  It  was  a club  which 
might  score  on  any  given  play  and 
its  ability  to  do  this  enabled  it  to  out 
score  all  other  state  teams.  The  spirit  and  team  unity  were  great.  Each  boy  gave  his  best  and  as 
a result  had  a direct  part  in  helping  to  establish  a marvelous  record  of  ten  straight  wins  and  no  losses 
or  ties. 

The  1950  edition  ably  held  its  own  and  helped  to  run  up  the  present  five  year  streak  which  in- 
cludes forty  wins  and  only  five  losses.  It  also  brought  to  Hampton  High  School  a third  football 
championship  in  the  past  nine  years. 

Many  faces  will  be  missing  when  practice  begins  next  fall,  but  its  a safe  bet  that  those  boys  who 
wear  the  red  and  white  in  1951  will  be  striving  just  as  hard  to  extend  the  great  record  established 
by  previous  Crabber  teams.
